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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 26, 28, 29, 32-35 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 26, lines 16-18, the phrase "is provided through said first position" in the 
recitation that "wherein a switching from said second position to said third position or 
said switching from said third position to said second position is provided through 
said first position" (emphasis added) is not clearly understood rendering the claim 
scope unclear. 

Claim 28, line 2, "...cleaning device is comprises..." should be corrected. 

Claim 28, line 8, the recitation of "an electrical power supply located..." 
constitutes a double inclusion of elements with "a power supply..." recited back in 
claim 26, line 6. If this is not the case, there should be clear structural connection 
between both these elements. 

Claim 29, line 2, is "a telescopic portion" referring to "a telescopic portion" (back 
in claim 26, line 3)? Again, there should be clear structural connection to avoid any 
double inclusion of elements. 
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Claim 29, line 3, the recitation of "a handle means", "an aperture", etc. all 
constitute a double inclusion of elements with that recited back in claim 26, lines 9-10. 
If this is not the case, there should be clear structural connection between both these 
elements. 

Claim 32, line 2, the recitation of "a power supply compartment" constitutes a 
double inclusion of elements with that recited back in claim 28, line 8. If this is not the 
case, there should be clear structural connection between both these elements. 

Claim 35 also appear to recite multiple double inclusion of elements such as "a 
handle..." (line 4), "a mechanical switching means" (line 11), etc. 

Claim 37, line 2, is "a telescopic portion" referring to "a telescopic portion" (back 
in claim 26, line 3)? Again, there should be clear structural connection to avoid any 
double inclusion of elements. The same objection holds for "a handle means" (line 3) 
as well as "an aperture" (line 4) with that already recited back in claim 26, lines 9-10. 

Claim 37, line 4, correct "lest".
